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JOINT RESOLUTION

Submitting to the qualified voters of Missouri, an amendment repealing section 21 of

article VI of the Constitution of Missouri, relating to reclamation of blighted,

substandard, or insanitary areas.

Be it resolved by the Senate, the House of Representatives concurring therein:

That at the next general election to be held in the state of Missouri, on

2 Tuesday next following the first Monday in November, 2006, or at a special

3 election to be called by the governor for that purpose, there is hereby submitted

4 to the qualified voters of this state, for adoption or rejection, the following

5 amendment to article VI of the Constitution of the state of Missouri:

Section A. Section 21, article VI, Constitution of Missouri, is repealed, to

2 read as follows:

[Section 21. Laws may be enacted, and any city or county

2 operating under a constitutional charter may enact ordinances,

3 providing for the clearance, replanning, reconstruction,

4 redevelopment and rehabilitation of blighted, substandard or

5 insanitary areas, and for recreational and other facilities incidental

6 or appurtenant thereto, and for taking or permitting the taking, by

7 eminent domain, of property for such purposes, and when so taken

8 the fee simple title to the property shall vest in the owner, who

9 may sell or otherwise dispose of the property subject to such

10 restrictions as may be deemed in the public interest.]
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
